Claims 1-43 meet the criteria set forth in PCT Article 33(2)-(4) for novelty, inventive step and industrial 
\ applicability. The prior art published before the priority date does not disclose a method, apparatus or computer 
' program product wherein temperature, relative humidity and wind velocity of an environment are measured, the 
values of temperature measured at a corresponding relative humidity converted to a perceived temperature at a 
constant relative humidity and the perceived temperature used for controlling the environmental parameters 
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
